Vancouver, B.C., June 17. 

A $16-million steel and 
concrete bridge still 
under construction ‘ col- 
lapsed into Vancouver 
Harbour today.

Perfect Weather 


The accident occurred In mid- 
afternoon in perfect summer 
weather. There was no im- 
mediate explanation for the col- 
lapse. 

There was no perceptibie 
wind, Construction teams’ on 
the bridge were working in 80- 
degree temperature when one 
or the spans suddenly shifted, 


weaved efazily and buckled into 
the water, pulling a second span 
with it. 

A. project’ foreman said be- 
tween 30 ,and 40 men were 
working on the two spans at 
the time of the collapse, All 
went into the Inlet with the 
twisted wreckage. . ~ 


‘Third Span _.. 


An hour and 5 half oftef the 
accident there was concern that 
a third spon might go and 
rescue workers were ui to 
remain clear of the pier on 
which dt ‘was leaning, at o 
takish angle. 

‘The outgoing tide wnshed 
some of the bodies as far as 30 
yards downstream from the 
bridge site. . 

The fallen section of the 
bridge was 140 fect long and 
was the newest portion of the 
project belng financed by the 
provincial goyernment.—U_P.I.

Britain's etrength on, land was 
gnuaged against the Itallans, 
Until 1944 most of the American 
divisions fighting the 
Jepancse, 

From carly 1041 untit June, 
1944 the entire strength of the 
Britsh Empire and the Com- 
monwealth intermittently fought 
belween two ond cight German 
divistons, The Russians ‘were 
engaging 180 German divisions 
during most of this period. And 
ihe Amerleans during 1943 and 
the first five months of 1944 
never fought mere than four or 
five German divisions, So much 
for the theory Germany first! 

Higgins dismisses almost con- 
templuously Chester Wilmot’s 
thesis that Churchill was trying 
to block Sovict power as for 
back as 1942 and that this 
Justified his MedSterrancan 
polley, 

Not only is there no evidence 
for this theory, but Churchill's 
policy was largely based upon

THE VERDICT?
